Was It not for the pur
pose of oblalnlog men who, while they could not
read, oould not, possibly, give their views in
words, still had that deeper knowledge of what
men are prone to do In the trinls of this life?

Have not most legisintures in this country
been controlled by thie same [dea when they
huve decreed that the ordinary intelligent man
who roads books, and newspapers, and who has
read newespaper accounts of a homicide, has dis-
qualified Dhimself from sitting ag a juror in the
Lrial of n principal In the tragedy?

When a man reads of a homlelde, he Is al
most certaln to be Impressed by the reading, but
In ninety eases oul of a hundred that imprassion
is not a fixed opinlon on hig part, and, If an hon-
esl man, would not have the weight of n feather
with him, when the actual facts were made clear;
bul the law says If It would require testimony to
change hls Impressions, that fact would make
him incompetent to sit as a juror,

Are not the Jaws of most states a quassi com-
mind to piek up just gich jarles as this one in
Tenneasee? Siill it may not be so bad. When
the Savior selected his disciples, we suspect that
not half of them could read. But He salected
them as chief agents for the redemption of the
humian race.

The Rights of Citizens

hour It Is fllled and sent to his home In Louls-
ville from @ branch house In New Albany, just
across the Ohlo In Indiana. The customs of this
oity and the customs In Ulintah and Carbon coun-
ties ‘are entirely different

The thing needed is & more strict enforeement
of the laws., There are a great many dives in
thig olty which should be broken up. The en:
forceomnt of a high license ordinance will accom-
plish that, The publie gentiment of this eily can
bring that about, If it will but assert Itsell. There
are many things that pneed adjusting,. A law
should ecompel every compnny that rins excur-
sion tralns at night to earry & policeman to hold
hoodlums in check. The want of this has been
4 erying evil here for 4 quarter of & century.

The whole question comes under the rule of
a square deal, The cltizen Is entitled to perfect
Hberty, cltizens are entitled to full protection
and o rigld enforcement of the laws will secure
the justice which is demanded,
